How Tea is Prepared. 


Mr. Thos, Conant, who, recently made a 
trip around tho world in ont of the new C, 
P. R. steamships, in a letter to the Globe 

ives the following account of a visit to a 

large tea firing house at Yokahama, Japan: 

Moat of our passongerg 6 bff to Tokio, the 
CapiRfoRTtBAiday; ne beLaRionly; eink veka 
miles away, and a return ticket costing only 
80 cents, Having beon there previously for 
a week or so I devote my title to this local- 
ity and the tea houses, Just now they are 
firing their teas preparatory to sending 
them to America. To got into a toa firin, 
house is difficult, especially if they thin! 
one has the least knowledge of the business. 

Letters of introduction to a prominent firm 
here made an open Sesame for me avd Mrs. 
Conant, and I think you may be interested, 
reader, in ap account of how tea is prepared 
for us, 

Firat the tea comes to the tea buyer at a 
**tea godown” just like grain to a grain 
buyer in Ontario, each farmer delivering his 
tea as ours do their grain, 

When these leaves are picked they have 
no more of a tea taste than a raw coffee 
bean, before roasted, has of coffee. Now, 
let_us suppose he wants to produce black 
a which some of us insist is the purest of 
al. 

He bruises the leaves and lets the sap ex 
ude, and allows it to remain in the sun until 
it turns black, and that’s black tea, Just 
like cutting open a ripe apple and allowin, 
it to stand a few moments; when the incised 
sides quickly torn brown) hs fermbhtation 
sets in. 

Ordinary tea is not so bruised, or left to 
stand in the sun, butit is put in an iron vessel 
over a charcoal fire and constantly stirred 
for an hour. During this stirring a tea- 
spoonful of soapstone is added to each five 
pounds as stirred in the pot, that being the 
quantity each person stirs. This is the 
whole coloring matter used, and we must all 
realise that it is not very injurious. Soap 
stone has the quality of glueing the leaves 
togethor, as they cure over the fire, and it 
likewise gives it a uniform color, 

Basket fired teas are teas heated in a 
basket with a charcoal fire underneath, but 
in this case the heat comes direct to the tea 
and not by radiation through the sides of the 
pot as in the other instance, 

Usually the ordinary fired teas in the pots 
are the best and purest, as they must be 
from the very nature of the process of curing 
them. 

Dust teas, which we sometimes see for 
sale in our groceries, are the fine particles 
winnowed out of the bulk by fauning mills, 
and are as good as to quality as any of the 
tea itself. 

In this tea godown I saw 2,000 boys and 
_| girls and even mothers with babies as well 

as men stirring the tea in the pots. They 
are the jolliest, happiest lot one could pos- 
sibly get together, and their wages are from 
nine to fifteen cents per day. Some of them 
even walk three miles every morning for the 
privilege of earning so great wages, 

Even the flowery priuting which we see on 
the tea boxes is done by native Japs and is 
all done by hand most literally, They cnt 
out their plates and rub the paper over them 
with a bamboo disk, and the proprietors say 
that even as slow as this may seem it is the 
cheapest and most effective way they can get 
their printing done.

Drouth in somo sections and floods in oth- 
er portions have played great havoc with 
the Mexican crops. 

On Sunday last many parts of the Prov 
ince wore visited by a hoavy rain storm,

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The Crop Prospects. 


‘Tho very important crop question is now 
assuming measirable dimensions, An emi- 
nent English authority oh grail statistics, 
while anticipating au act avorage British 
crop of wheat, estimates the deficiency in 
France at 130,000,000 bushels, and some 
French caleulators place the deficit as high 
as 175,000,000. The total European defic- 
iency to be atpplied from external sources 
the Ynglish estimator places at 380,000,000 
of bushcla of wheat; or, if wo were to accept 
the figures of the French statistician for 
France, the total European deficit would be 
about 430,000,000 bushels. Seemingly, 
therefore, it may be assumed that Europe 
will have to import about 400,000,000 oaks 
els of ‘wheat, Such a demand implies a 
higher price for that cereal than has prevail- 
ed during late years; and were the price es 
timated at the confessedly low figure of 81 a 
bushel, it would follow that Europe will 
have to pry $400,000,000 to other parts of 
the world for thie coreal; which is ao 
amount almost without precedent. Our own 
crop is variously estimated at between 500,-

Even were 
the European nations in a prosperous condit- 
ion, such ah extraordinary necessity to buy 
bread from foreign countries aif be ap- 
palling but, coming after an evfechling fi- 
nancial crisie on the heels of a large drain of 
gold into Russia, and at a time when indua- 
try is contracting and foreign trade is lan- 
guiehing, what may be the possible result of 
these short harvests to Europe? It is use- 
less to predict; and it is imperatiue to wait 
for consequences, The pa attitude of 
expectancy assumed by Wall Street is the 
only safe and wise one under such circum- 
stances, It is not likely that we shall be 
perinitted to reap this advantage of a great 
crop without some sort of drawback, and it 
is wise to wait and sce in what form that 
drawback js likely to come, Europe will 
find it impossible to pay us for wheat with- 
out making some sacrifice. She will offer 
her products to us at low prices, or consign 
thom for sale at what they will bring; if we

In fact there would be 
no benetit whatever but rather the reverse. 
If such a division were made, a jail and 
court house would have to be erected, os 
well os a now registry office and other 
buildings, the entire salary of a clerk, a 
treasurer and other officials would have to 
be paid by the new county, another regis- 
trar and sheriff would have to be appointed 
whose fees would have to be paid by the 
people of that district, in fact an immense 
expense would have to be incurred, to meet 
which the tax payers of the new county 
would have to put their hands deep in their 
pockets, And we do not believe the tax 
payers of that district are anxious to have 
their taxes thus needlessly increased, 

The division would of course benefit some 
people, It would benefit a number of busi- 
ness men and property holders in Madoc. 
Probably we have here a clew to the origi 
nation of this unreasonable scheme. In fact 
the Review pretty strongly indicates this 
when it says ‘* Boom Madoc for a county 
town.” It is one more instance of an 
attempt to bleed the farmers for the benefit 
of the other classes, We don't believe the 
farmora of North Hastings are anxious to be 
thus bled, z 2 3 f : % 

Hastings county is all right as it is, all of 
the municipalities are receiving justice as to 
tho proportion of taxes each must pay, and 
no one of any particular account dreams of 
such a thing as a division of the county.” 


It is estimated that the Dominion will 
have 22,000,000 bushels of wheat for export 
this year. This is the figure given by an 
authority at the miller’s convention in To- 
ronto. Tateresting though perhaps not al- 
together trustworthy calculations have been 
made in the States touching the deficiency 
in Europe, It is estimated that Europe 
doriog the next twelve months must buy 
800,000,000 bushels of wheat and rye, In 
Europe rye is an important staple, 
and the crop is a bad one, especially in Rus- 
sia, The same figurer makes it appear that 
only 260,000,000 bushels of wheat can be 
supplied by the rest of the world to mect 
this enormous shortage. If the guess were 
correct there would be nothing for Europe 
but starvation, There is little doubt, how- 
ever, that a good price will be paid for all 
food products before next harvest, and that 
the farmers of Canada and the United States 
will be able to lift themselves out of the rut 
to some extent. Our neighbors reckon that 
their huge corn crop will be drawn upon hy 
European countries to an extent never be 
fore known, and that in addition to this 
they will export close upon 180,000,000 
bushels of wheat and flour os wheat. Kan- 
sas alone is talking of making $100,000,000 
out of this year’s wheat, corn aud hogs, but 
that is evidently an exaggeration, The 
Philadelphia Ledger givos the American 
farmer some advice which is worth repro- 
ducing:— 

“There is always a great temptation to 
spend whatever profits come from farming 
in needed improvements, and this is a good 
policy when the farmer is spending his own 
money—that is to say, is free from debt. 
But there is scarcely any business less suited 
to being carried on on the credit system 
than farming, TIaterest goes on accumulat- 
ing regardless of wind or weather, but the 
crops are wholly dependent on the chances 
of a favorsble or unfavorable season. A 
failure may be borne if the farm is free of 
debt, but is sometimes ruinous when mort- 
gages have to be met or the interest thereon 
paid. If Kansas has a surplus a very large 
part of it should be used ip paying debts, 

For Canada the good harvest means a 
great deal. It will not only revive the 
farmer's courage but set business of all kinds 
into active motion.

Denver, says the Nows of that city, is a 
curious place and is often visited ty re- 
markable people and phenomena of all des 
criptions, but previous recorda were knook- 
od completely out last week when Jonas 
Carpenter of West Virginia took a stroll 
around the city and surveyed the mighty 
proportions of its blocks. 

Jonas Carpenter was born in Loudoum 
county, Virginia, in the year 1742, being 
now 149 years old. He ia now on route for 
California on a visit to his son in-law, who is 
over 80 years old, and is stopping over as 
the guest of W, T. Sawyer, a native of his 
own state, 

The family bible gives the date of Mr. 
Carpenter's birth 1752, but at that time, he 
states, he was driving an ox team in General 
Braddock’s army during the Indian wars of 
He has an old $40 continental 
hhe received during tho war for 
services as a teamster, and he has kept it 
ever since, After the war he went back to 
Virginia. He was well acquainted, he says, 
with Daniel Boone, Simon Kenton, and 
other famous men of their time, and when 
he first returned to his native stato after the 
wars he hauled millstones around the coun- 
try, getting a living that way. He was the 
first to discover the salt sulphur springs at 
Addison, W. Va., in 1785.86, 

His wife died some four score years Ago, 
and he has now a daughter living in Maivo 
80 years old and a son-in-law in California 
«bout the same age. A son, who died some 
fifteen years ago, was known under the 
title of ‘* Devil Saul,” being quite a good 
violinist, and having been im Aaron Burr's 
famous expedition. ‘This was his oldest son, 
and was over 100 years old when he died. 

Mr. Carpenter bas never used cither to 
bacco or whiskey, and has never been so 
sick as to be unable to walk. He has taken 
coffee all his life with milk, but no sugar, 
except during the civil war for a time, when 
the coffee supply was cut off. For many 
years he has lived pretty much by himself 
on a little squatter’s property in West Vir- 
ginia, andthe never been in a big city to 
stay until he came to Denver two days ago, 
Mr. Sawyer having promised bim that he 
would take him on to California to see his 
son in law. He was completely astonished 
at the blocks and atreet-cars, and many oth- 
er things, and exceedingly suspicious of ele- 
vators, He bore the long journey well, re- 
tiring about 9 and rising soon after sunrise, 
os is his custom. He has lived very regular- 
ly all his life, His memory is quite good 
when he feels that he is among friends and 
at home; he has half a dozen perfectly 
sound teeth, being the third set, and hears 
well, Hiseyesightis , but bis appetite 
ia still hearty, His hair is long and of a sil 
ver hue, and the wrinkles in his face very 
deep, but his skin has not assumed the 
parchment-like tint noticeable in oxtreme 
old age. He walks without a stick, and 
stands still considerably over 6 feet high, 
weighing over 200 pounds. Mr. Carpenter 
gave the reporter a hearty grip of the hand 
and a ‘‘good day” in deep and stead 
tones, and appears to have as yet an inde! 
invite lease of life. 


The Virtues of Borax. 


The excellent washerwomen in Holland 
and Belgium, who ‘‘get up” their linen so 
beautifully white, use reBned borax as a 
washing powder instead of soda, in the pro- 
portion Aes large handful of powder to 
about ten gallons of boiling water. They 
save in soap nearly one half. All the large 
washing establishments adopt the same 
mode, For laces, cambrics, etc., an extra 
AUESESY of the powder is used; for crin- 
olines, requiring to be made stiff, a strong 
solution is necessary. Borax being a neutral 
salt does not in the slightest degree injure 
the texture of the linen. Its effect is to 
soften the hardest water, and therefore it 
should be kept on every toilet table. To 
the taste it is rather sweet; it is used for 
cleaning the hair, and is an excellent denti- 
frice, and in hot coifntries it is used in com- 
bination with tartaric acid and bicarbonate 
soda as a cooling beverage. Good tea can- 
not be \made with hard water; all water 
may be made soft by adding a teaspoonful of 
borax powder to an ordinary sized kettle of 
water, in which it should boil. The saving 
in the quantity of tea used will at least be 
ono-fifth,

United States Express Company. Jacobs’ 
plan was to get his victims to pay the ex- 
press companies the sum they wished to in- 
vest, on receipt of a package supposed to 
contain counterfeit money.

A Tribute to Prohibition. 


The editor of a prominent organ of the 
whiskey interest, at Louisville, with « num 
ber of his whiskey friends, is opening a five 
suburb to that city, and has provided in the 
agreement that no liquors shall ever be sold 
10 its limits. All these whiskyites are a 
unit on the policy. This is a tribute to pro- 
hibition which was wholly unexpected. 
The liquor traffic is good enongh to make 
these men rich, but it must not encroach 
within smelling or hearing distance of their 
homes with its disagreeable odors and beast- 
ly brawls. They will make the stuff that 
destroys other men’s homes, but exclode it 
from their own, This last is right but what 
of the other act? Human lauguage is too 
feeble to adequately express the innate 
meanness that will, for gain, put misery and 
woe upon fellowmen, 

If prohibition of saloons is good for this 
rich suburb, why is it not just as desirable 
for other residence ricts ? ond if for these 
why not business districts as well? If the 
traffic is degrading in one place, it must be 
in the other, 

It is the saloon, the place of debanch, that 
those who favor prohibition wish to abolish 
from our communities, The time was that 
some people thought that by law we could 
keep men from drinking altogether; and that 
is the false attitude Ex Senator Ingalls and 
the Chicago T'ribune and all opponents of 
prohibition seek to attribute to the efforts 
of good people to abolish the saloons. Mod- 
ern prohibition does not mean an effort to 
compel total abstinence by law; it means 
just one thing, and that is the abolition of 
the saloon and its alli The hope is to re- 
move from weak me © awful temptation 
to drink that which ruins, 

If they did not make money out of it, 
these men would theovselves favor this great 
reform. But, for money, they sell their 
weaker brethren into a worse condition than 
slavery, and doom them to speedy death, 


“Manitoba Wheat. 


The advices from Manitoba and the North- 
West in regard to the ripening wheat crop 
are not altogether favorable. The crop will 
doubtless be large, but the weather has been 
damp and cool, and it has not opened well 
so that it will be one to two weeks later 
than usual, and the quality will not be the 
best. Wheat harvesting will extend from 
the 15th of August to the 5th or 7th of Sep- 
tember or even later in some regions, Al- 
ready there have been whispers of frost, and 
the regular weather report shows that the 
temperature was as low as 30, or two de- 
grees below freezing in Calgary on Saturday 
night. A well known grain merchant was 
of the opinion that at least one-half of the 
wheat crop of the Northwest was so late 
that it would be caught by the frost. Ad- 
vices from Manitoba seem to be more favor- 
able, as the general opinion seems to be that 
about half the crop or more will average 
No. 1 and No, 2 Hard Manitoba. The crop 
will, in any case, be a large one, and prices 
will probably be even higher for the former 
than last years. 


Justice Street has intimated that he can- 
not overstep the prretice and grant bail to 
Edward Handcock, who is awaiting trial for 
the murder of his daughter, Sophia Hand- 
cock. It has alwrys been the practice to re- 
fose bail to prisoners awaiting trial on the 
charge of murder, unless there has been 
some default on the part of the Crown in 
prosecuting the case. This being the set 
rule of the judges Justice Street refused to 
grant Handcock bail. 

There are people who, having a great deal 
of that pride which gives one the assurance 
of being ‘*just as good as anybody else, if 
not a little better,” fancy that ta care noth- 
ing for what others feel, to take the best 
and be foremost by dint of pushing, and 
never on any account to allow another pre- 
cedent, is to assert themselves properly. 
This ie a great mistake; such conduct, in 
stead of being an evidence of true indepen- 
dence of character, is a mark of ignorance 
and vulgarity, 

The Dominion Millers’ Association met in 
Toronto last week, and the following report 
of the secretary shows that the estimated 
number of bushels available for export will 
be twenty-two millions; Secretary Plews 
presented his annual report. It contained 
much of interest, He estimated the increase 
in the yield of wheat in Ontario at 20 por 
cent. more than last year. Threshing of 
winter wheat was woll under way and the 
yield was running 30 to 36 bushels to the 
acre, where only 22 to 28 bushels were ex- 
rected. He estimated tho total wheat crop 
in the Dominion at 55,160,000 bushels, to 
which Ontario would contribute 28,160,000 
bushels, Manitoba 20,000,000, other N, W. 
provinces 5,000,000, all other provinces 1, 
000,000, Requirements (bread 28,825,000 
busbels and seed 4,147,000 bushels) for home 
consumption, 32,972,000 bushels, leaving a 
total of 22,188,000 for oxport. 

Down in Georgia they have adopted a 
novel prohibitory Jaw, which should bo ser- 
iously considered by the temperance advo 
cates of this country. It provides that no 
liquor shall bo sold within a distance of 
three miles from any church or school, ex- 
cept incorporated towns and citios, In 
Georgia, as in Canada, the church and school 
house are found at regular intervals all over 
the country, and those secking liconses to 
nol intoxicating liquors outaide the incorpor- 
ated places would have nome difficulty in 
ovading tho provisions of the act, ‘The tem

While the people of Canada are rejoicing 
in the promise of an abundant harvest, the 
reports from both India and Russia, in the 
Old World, are such as to beget the gloom- 
iest forebodings. The statement that the 
Russian authorities have forbidden the ex 
port of wheat from the Empire may be re- 
garded as a confirmation of the rumours of 
impending farcine in that country, A cor- 
respondent of the London Times says that 
while in some of the Provinces of Russia 
there may be a small average harvest, in 
others the crop will not suffice to provide 
seed for next season's sowing. The action 
of the Government not only in forbidding 
exportation, but in various other ways, such 
as the granting to peasants of free pastur- 
age on Crown lands, the reduction of the 
tariff on grain sent from the ports to the in- 
ior, ete., indicates that the outlook ia be- 
rd tu be very serious, Late Koglish 
papers doscribe the condition of affaira in 
India as almost equally alarmiog. As the 
result of terrible heat and dronght, the cat- 
tle in some sections are said to be perishing 
by hundreds from sun-stroke, hungor anc 
thirat, while the crops are dried up from the 
roots in large portions of both Northern avd 
Southern India.

Experiments with Winter 
Wheats. 
EXTRACTS FROM BULLETIN ISSUKD FROM 
ONTARIO AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE, 


The winter whent crop will always be one 
of vonsiderablo importance to Ontario not- 
withstanding the favilities for growing it in 
Manitoba and the Northwest, This view is 
supported by the following reasons along 
with others which might be given: 

1. A large portion of the province ix woll 
adapted to the growth of wheat. In view of 
this fact the advantago of growing a less 
amount than will suffice for home consump- 
tlon is more than doubtful. Adaptability 
should always be a prime factor in determin 
ing the crops that should be grown. That 
winter wheat may still be grown in western 
Ontario in as fine form as in any country in 
the world has been amply demonstrated by 
the yields of the presont year, 

2° The winter wheat crop may with much 
advantage be made to form a prominent 
feature of a regular rotation, 

3. This crop provides bedding for live 
stock more abundantly and more cheaply 
than any crop now grown. This feature 
alone adds much more to the ralue of the 
ercp than is generally supposed. 

4. It furnishes a crop suitable for sowing 
grasses along with it, a fact of no little 
significance in view of the probable decrease 
in the acroage of barley, It also adinits of 
the autumn sowing of timothy which gener- 
ally ensures a catch of the seed in any sea- 
son, 

5. The increased attention to stock pro- 
duction will tend to improve the yield per 
acre owing to the increase of fertilising ma 
terials which are thus made available to the 
farmer, 

6. The growth of winter wheat tends to a 
more even distribution of labor throughout 
the year, 

7. It encourages the manufacture of flour 
in the country, and this furnishes a plentiful 


supply of bran, which is almost indispensa- 
ble for certain feeding purposes. 

8. In growing winter wheat for home con- 
sumption the farmers will always have pro- 
tection to the extent of the cost of convey- 
ance from other proyincas. 

Our farmers should therefore continue to 
give carefal attention to the growth of win- 
ter wheat in the parts of the province favor- 
able to the same, The aim should he not so 
much to grow a large acreage ns to adopt 
such methods of cultivation and to secure 
such varieties as are likely to give a large 
yield per acre, With this end iv view the 
importance of gooil drainage, sowing at the 
right time and suitable conditions of soil in 
relation, fertility and natural adaptability 
cannot easily be over estimated. All things 
considered it would be better not to sow 
winter wheat at all than to sow it under 
conilitions not likely to produce such a good 
crop, 

SELECTION OF VARIETIES. 

In selecting varieties to sow, a careful re- 
gard must also be given to the wants of the 
millers, Those good yielding varieties only 
shonld be grown which are well adapted to 
milling purposes Some years ago quantity 
was the great consideration of the grower. 
At present quality is at least equally impor- 
tant with quantity. This statement finds 
ample confirmation in the low price paid for 
the Wild Goose wheat notwithstanding its 
ample yields. The choice of the millers is 
not a mere arbitrary one. As in this fastid 
ions age the tastes of the consumer rule, the 
miller must cater to those tastes or he will 
lose his custem. The consumer demands a 
beautifully appearing snowy white bread. 
and the miller must furnish flour that will 
produce it, In this we find one of the prin 
cipal reasons for hia preference for white 
wheats. The baker wants a strong flour. 
that is, one rich in gluten, and the miller 
must give it to him or he will cease to buy. 
Because of this the Manitoba Fyfe spring 
wheat stands high in faver with the millers, 
A heavy weighing wheat gives a larger per- 
centage of flour than a light weighing one, 
hence the preference of the millors for the 
varieties which weigh the heaviest, The 
farmers therefore will do well to give dili- 
gent heed to the recommendations of the 
millers as to the varieties which stand high 
in favor with them, and in making their se- 
selections for sowing they should choose ac- 
cordingly. 

REPORT OF THE DOMINION MILLERS’ 
ASSOCIATION, 


A depntation was appointed by the Do- 
minion Millers’ Association to visit this sta 
tion, examine the different kinds of winter 
wheat and report upon the same, The dep- 
utation éonsisted of ten persons, including 
the President nnd Secretary of the Associa: 
tion. The visit was made on August 5th 
and the following is a summary of the report: 

‘The Committee are anxious to extend 
the yrowth of white wheat. They think 
very highly of the Surprise variety and ad 
vise farmers to sow it. They highly recom- 
mend the Canatlian Velvet Chaff and regard 
it as a goo milling wheat. They also con- 
sider the Bulgarian an extra good milling 
wheat, 

“Tn regard to the red varieties they ad- 
viso that the Rogers should not be sown as 
it is inclined to smut and contains no good 
ng properties. They also fear that the 
heater is a weak wheat for milling pur- 
poses, but this conclusion is only Based on 
the grinding of small quantities. ‘They con 
sidor the Jones’ Winter Fyfe an extraordin- 
arily good wheat for grinding, and they are 
of the opinion that if the farmers could raise 
it plentifully it would obviate the necessity 
of using so much Manitoba wheat. They 
very highly recommend the Hybrid Mediter 
ranean, looking upon it as a good wheat, 
and they alao highly recommend the Long 
berry Red,” 

More complete particulars regarding these 
wheats may be obtained from the report of 
the Millers’ Association, which will doubt- 
less have reached the public through the 
press before tho issuing of this bulletin.

British Columbia is rich in timber, and in 
this res other provinces in Canada, no 
country in Europe and no state in North 
America can compare with it. The finest 
growth is on the coast and in the Gold and 
Selkirk ranges, Millions and millions of 
feet of lumber, locked np for centuries past, 
have now become available for commerce, 
The Canadian Pacific Railway passes through 
a part of this and crosses streams that will 
bring untold quantities to the mills and rail- 
way stations. ‘The species of trees found in 
British Columbia are as follows: Douglas fir, 
veatern hemlock, Engleman’s spruce, Men- 
zie’s spruce, great silver fir, balsam spruce, 
white pine, giant cedar, yellow cypross, 
western larch, maple, aspen poplar, moun- 
tain ash and others, Of these probably the 
best aud most in demand is the Douglas fir. 
It has straight though coarse grain, exceed- 
ingly tongh, rigid and bears great transverse 
strain, For lumber of all sizes and planks 
it is in great demand. Few woods equal it 
for fra bridges, ties and strong work 
generally, and for shipbuilding Ita length, 
straightness and strength specially fit it for 
masts and spars, Masts specially ordered 
have been shipped 130 feet long and 42 
inches in diameter octagonally hewn. It 
grows to an enormous height, frequently 
from 250 to 300 feet, and often exceeds 8 
fect in diameter. The lumber sawn at the 
local mills is shipped to all parts of the 
world and is greatly ia demand. The ca- 
pacity of the mills is being yearly increased, 
the older machinery being replaced by that 
of more modern construction, and it is safe 
to say that there are no finer equipped saw 
mills anywhere the world over than in the 
city of Vancouver,—The Canadian-Amer- 
ican, 


Increase in Sun Spots. 


The eyes of astronomers are once more 
directed with renewed interest to the face of 
the sun, which this year has shown a de- 
cided increase in the size and number of 
black spots upon its surface, 

These spots are great sink-holes in the sun 
into which are descending vapors, that are 
cooler and consequently darker than the 
surrounding surface, There is an intimate 
connection between the spots and certain 
explosions or eruptions that occur on the 
sun, by which vast quantities of glowing 
hydrogen and vaporized metals are cast up 
to an enormous height, as stones and ashes 
are thrown out by volcanoes on the earth. 

The late Father Secchi, a celebrated Ital- 
ian astronomer, thought that the spots were 
caused by the settling down of the materials 
thus cast forth. which bad been partially 
cooled and condensed in their lofty flight. 

Great sun spots are frequently complehly 
encircled by tremendons eruptions, whic! 
sometimes hurl the dazzling substance of the 
sun two or three thousand miles high. 

The question whether sun-spots exercise 
any influence upon the weather, if so what 
the effect is, has naturally arisen again now 
that the spots are coming back. 

It is certain that extraordinary outbursts 
in the sun produce violent magnetic disturb- 
ances upon the earth, and splendid displays

Hog cholera is said to be prevalent on 
some farms adjoining Toronto on the east. 
Dr. Allan, the city health officer, says the 
disease was brought there by American hogs 
and is very contagious, He claims to have 
sufficient evidence to convict a dozen butch- 
era of selling the diseased meat. Dr. Allan 
reports that some of the herders have lost 
as much as 75 per ceut. of their stock from 
the disease, 


According to Prof. Rogers of Washington, 
a single pound of good steam coal has with- 
in it dynamic power equivalent to the work 
of one man for one day. Three tovs of the 
same coal represent a man’s labor for a peri 
od of 20 years, and one square mile of aseam 
of coal, having a depth ot four feet only, 
represents as much work as 1,000,000 men 
can perform in 20 years.
